U. S. Seeks More Data 


Washington. June 10 (AP)—The 


United States government waited 
with grave concern today for further 
information on the sinking of the 
American merchantman Robin Moor 
in the South Atlantic—reportedly 
by a Crerrrmn.TT-'h"gLt- --,,.—. 


The concern was heightened by 


the fact that 35 of the 46 persons 
aboard the ship were missing. This 
includes 27 members of the crew and 
all seven passengers—among them 
three women and one child.

Cyprus for the past 48 hours indi- 
cated today that the Axis may be 
preparing a -"second Crete" invasion 
of the British-fortified 
stronghold, 


70 miles off the coast of Syria. 


London military circles have re- 


peatedly forecast that Cyprus would 
be the next target of Adolf Hitler's 
aerial invaders in the wake of the 
12-day conquest of Crete. 


The third largest island in the 


Mediterranean. Cyprus has been a 
British crown colony since 1914. Its 
seizure by the Axis would provide 
another stepping-stone to the Mid- 
dle East and a closer base for aerial 
attacks on the Suez Canal.

Council Passes Meas-

After discussion in which new 


parking time limits in Center Square 
and the first blocks of the four main 
streets were held to be too short in 
some opinions, council by a vote of 
six to one adopted a new parking 
ordinance for Gettysburg at a spe- 
cial meeting arranged with some 
secrecy for Monday evening. 


The new measure fixes time limits 


generally agreed upon at the regu- 
lar June meeting of council last 
week. 
Monday evening's session 


was the third council held in-two 
weeks and its second special meet- 
ing in that time. 


The new parking ordinance, which, 


includes many provisions of the old 
ordinance, fixes at 30 minutes the 
maximum parking time limit in 
Center Square; at one hour the 
time limit in the first blocks of the 
four main streets, and at two hours 
the limit for the second blocks of 
Carlisle, York arid Baltimore streets 
and the second and third blocks of 
Chambersburg street. 


Ordinance Effective in 10 Days 
The new measure is being adver- 


tised officially today and will be- 
come effectiYe in 10 days... It con- 
tains no provision for suspension of 
parking 'limits after 10 -p.- m. as at 
present, thus outlawing overnight 
parking in the zones where limits 
are prescribed. 


The ordinance- provides for the 


continuance of traffic-lights at the 
intersections where they are now 
used. 


Burgess C. A, Heiges said he had 


heard complaints to the effect that 
the one-hour limit in the first 
blocks of the four main streets was" 
too short -and he saw it as a draw- 
back to the convenience of tourists. 
A councilman declared

short and urged the continuance of 
the one hour limit there. Another 
councilman suggested a three^hour 
limit for the second blocks so that 
the borough could make- v saving on 
sign, costs.. JJOth^the, jtoee-bpur 
limit present signs could be moved 
to new locations and os*d, he point- 
ed out. That-suggestion was drop- 
ped without a vote. FresidenVHbff- 
man said he had not solicited any 
suggestions but he received favor- 
able comments on the proposed 
limits with some persons suggesting 
the limit in the square be cut to 15 
minutes.

Tile new parking ordinance, which 
includes many provisions of the old 
ordinance, fixes at 30 minutes the 
maximum parking 
time limit In 
Center Square; at one hour 
the 
time limit in the first blocks of the 
four main streets, and at two hours 
the limit for the second blocks of 
Carlisle, York and Baltimore streets 
and the second and third blocks of 
Chambersburg street. 
Ordinance Effective In 16 Day* 
The new measure is being adver­ 
tised officially today and will be­ 
come effective in IO days. 
It con­ 
tains no provision for suspension of 
parking limits after IO p. rn. as at 
present, thus outlawing overnight 
parking In the zones where limits 
are prescribed 
Tile ordinance provides for the 
continuance of traffic lights at the 
Intersections 
where they are now 
used. 
Burgess C. A. Heiges said he had 
heard complaints to the effect that 
the one-hour limit 
in 
tile 
first 
blocks of the four main .streets was 
too short and he saw it as a draw­ 
back to tile convenience of tourists 
A councilman declared 
the 
half 
hour limit In Center Square was too 
short and urged the continuance of 
the one hour limit there. 
Another 
councilman suggested a three-hour 
limit for the second blocks so that 
the borough could make a saving on 
sign costs. With 
the three-hour 
limit present signs could be moved 
to new locations and used, he point­ 
ed out. 
That suggestion was drop­ 
ped without a vote. President Hoff­ 
man said he had not solicited any 
suggestions but he received favor­ 
able comments 
on

proposed 
limits with some persons suggesting 
the limit in the square be cut to 15 
minutes. 
W ithout a 
vote on the point, 
councilmen expressed themselves to 
the burgess as being of the opinion 
th at tourists should be handled with 
"courtesy and consideration." 
Demand Strict Enforcement 
At the same time the borough fa ­ 
thers demanded strict enforcement 
of the new measure to break up 
parking abuses and to give “people 
who want to come here and spend 
money an opportunity to park con­ 
veniently" and "to put the town on 
a progressive basis," in the words of 
President R. M. Hoffman.

Heiges and turned over to a G ettys­ 
burg Times reporter for promp ad­ 
vertisement. 
The ordinance as adopted requires 
cars to park within 12 inches of the 
curb along the streets and not less 
than two feet from another standing 
vehicle excepting in Center Square 
It makes it unlawful to park a car 
over a parking zone line or park on 
a sidewalk or in an alley. 
Unused or abandoned cars may 
not be parked for more than five 
hours. It bars parking from re­ 
stricted zones in front of doctors’ 
offices, theaters, etc. 
It bars parking from the north 
side of the first block of West 
Middle street; from the east side of 
the first block of South W ashington 
street and from restricted zones in 
tile first block of North W ashington 
street. 
Some Provisions of Ordinance 
The measure designates the fol­ 
lowing as through streets and au­ 
thorizes the erection of stop signs 
in accordance: South W ashington 
street from Steinwehr avenue to 
West Middle street; North W ash­ 
ington street from Chambersburg 
street to West Lincoln avenue East 
Mop W yoming Knoll Middle street from Baltimore street 
to Fourth street, West Confederate 
avenue from Buford avenue to West 
Middle street, and North Stratton 
street from York street to East Lin­ 
coln avenue. 
The burgess is authorized to se­ 
cure and erect the necessary signs 
and paint parking zone and red 
lines. To save sign costs, lettering 
will be placed over the red lines 
to avoid Hie cost o! buying metal 
signs there. 
Violations of the ordinance are 
punishable with fines of from one 
to $ IO or in default by imprisonment 
for not more than IO days.

son Caffrey at Rio De Janeiro. He 
reported Monday night that the 5,- 
000 ton vessel "was sunk" in the 
South Atlantic on May 21, but did 
not state the cause of the sinking. 


Earlier, however, the Navy De- 


partment had been given messages, 
intercepted 
by commercial com- 


munications, which stated that the 
Robin Moor had been "torpedoed by 
a German submarine." 


Bound for Capetown 


The Maritime Commission said its 


information was that the Robin 
Moor had a general cargo of 'auto- 
mobiles, steel and oilier materials, 
but no munitions. The ship cleared 
New York May 6 bound for Cape- 
town, South Africa. 


The information" the State De- 


partment received from Ambassador 
Caffrey was as follows: 


The" Brazilian steamship Osorio 


n'ad radioed port authorities' at 
Fortaleza that 'she had picked up 11 
members- of the Robin Moor's crew 
adrift in 'a lifeboat at 9 p. m. Sun- 
day at latitude 00.46 north and 
longitude 37.37 west. " 


The ship "was sunk" on May 21 


while navigating in latitude 6.15 
north and longitude 25.30 west. De- 
spite all efforts, the Osorio had been 
unable to find any trace of three 
other lifeboats which carried the 
missing passengers and crew mem- 
bers. 


Sailors Adrift 3 Weeks 


This message would indicate that 


the 11 rescued sailors had been 
adrift in an open boat under the 
equatorial sun for almost three 
"weeks. 


Belief was expressed here that 


they would probably be too weak to 
be able to give any detailed account 
of the Robin Moor's end for some 
time. 


(The position given for the ship's 


sinking is about 600 miles south'of 
the Cape Verde .Islands, midway be- 
tween Brazil and West Africa. How- 
ever, the lifeboat picked up by the 
Osorio was found almost 800 miles 
to the southwest of that point.) 


The Osorio left Norfolk, Virginia, 


May 23 for Rio De Janeiro, where 
she is scheduled to make port with- 
in a week.

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FIREARMS TEST 
FOR PA, HUNTERS 
IS DEFEATED 


Prospects Of Legisla- 
tion At This Session, 


Decrease 


[By the Associated Press] 


Harrisburg, June 10—A bill to re- 


quire hunters to pass a firearms test 
before being licensed has been de- 
feated in the house for the second 
time within a month, virtually kill- 
ing the prospect'! of such legislation 
in this session. The vote was 88 to 
96. 
: 


House rules would have to be sus- 


pended to bring the bill up for a 
third vote—rarely exercised resort. 
It was defeated 94 to 87—eleven 
votes less than the 105 majority re- 
quired to pass legislation in 
the 


House—on May 13. 


The measure, introduced by Har- 


ris G. Breth 
(D-Clearfield). was 


voted down Monday nigfefc-after-an 
iiour of debate. 


A half-dozen members questioned 


Breth's contention that the bill 
would cut down hunting fatalities. 


"If it will save.one life-it will cer- 


tainly be worth it," said Breth. "If 
a hunter" is not familiar with his 
gun, Jhe should not be permitted a 
license. 


"This bill has never been discus- 


sed on its merits, and the principal 
merit it has is to safeguard human 
life. There is nothing to prevent a 
man who is not familiar with his 
gun from shooting me in the back." 


George E. Jones (R-Blair), as- 


serted: 


"If I thought it would prevent ac- 


cidents I would not oppose this bill. 
I say it would keep those hunters 
out of the woods who are not mem- 
bers of the federated sportsmen. 
When taking a test for shooting you 
can be composed, but the same fel- 
low may go into the woods and lose 
his head when the game is flushed, 
and he is the one who does the kill- 
ing." . 


Breth said there were 761 persons 


killed and 4,273 injured in hunting 
accidents in the past five years. 


"That means 5,000 ruined homes 


and not one safeguard 
ever has 


been taken," added the sportsman 
legislator.

Consumers Step Aside 
Until Defense Needs 


Are Supplied 


[By the Associated Press'] 


Washington, June 10—The gov- 


ernment put consumers tentatively 
on notice today that they may have 
to step aside until defense needs 
are met on a long list of everyday 
items, ranging from mattresses and 
cameras to woolen underwear and 
fire extinguishers. 


The list included wool, cotton, 


flannel and other types of cloth, 
wool and leather gloves, motion pic- 
ture projection and sound equip- 
ment, medicinal chemicals, woolen 
and cotton-wool socks, hospital uni- 
forms, and business office 
equip- 


ment such as addressing and dupli- 
cating machines. 


These and other items have been 


added to the list of "critical items" 
issued monthly by the priorities di- 
vision of the Office of Production 
management. 
In all, there were 


some 40 items, raising 
the 
total 


number now classified as "critical" 
to approximately 300. 


In effect, the list is a warning to 


those who manufacture, sell or use 
these items that consumption now 
is near the nation's capacity to pro- 
duce them. 


In some cases the Army or Navy 


may be contemplating further large 
purchases and mandatory priorities 
may have to be imposed, OPM offi- 
cials said. 
In other cases the shortage or po- 


tential shortage may have resulted 
from, a drop in production.

Nine persons drowned and a rescue 


worker reported "many others" miss- 
ing early today in an Albany, Texas, 
flash flood, bringing to 29 the storm 
death toll in midwestern arid south- 
western states the last three days. 


Thirty or forty houses were re- 


ported inundated at the northwest 
Texas town of 3,000 population when 
dams of two city water supply lakes 
gave way after a 10-inch, four-hour 
rain. 


The Texas disaster came while 


rising rivers and creeks threatened 
further woe to Kansas and Missouri. 


Hopeful notes were injected, how- 


ever, by a forecast that rains would 
cease in Missouri and Kansas after 
today and by word from Nebraska 
that most flooding streams in that 
state either had reached or passed 
their crests. 
Missouri River New Flood Stage 
Usually small streams were deal- 


ing the most trouble but the big 
Missouri river neared flood stage 
at Nebraska City and Kansas City 
and there were some fears 
the 


Kaw might not be able to carry the 
full load from its rampaging tribu- 
taries. The Kaw flows into the Mis- 
souri at Kansas City. 


Thousands of acres of rich bottom 


farmland were inundated, livestock 
was drowned, business houses 'and 
residences were flooded in several 
towns. Highway travel was disrupted 
by bridge washouts and high water 
in parts of Kansas, Oklahoma, Mis- 
souri, Iowa and Nebraska. Railroad 
washouts were reported in Missouri 
and Kansas. 


Tornadoes Monday and Sunday

Two 
women drowned in southwest Iowa 
and two men near Marysville, Kan- 
sas. Lightning killed two in western 
Missouri. A gust of wind topped two 
carpenters to their deaths from a 
light tower at a bombing assembly 
plant under construction at Tulsa,

production was impeded or threat- 
ened, whether by strikes "or other 
cause."

were vested in him by the constitu- 
tion and under his recently declared 
unlimited emergency. The effect of 
the Connally proposal, if enacted, 
would be to put on the statute books 
a categorical statement of the fed- 
eral right to act in such cases.

amendment or the Selective Service 
proposal.
